SCHOOL  REPORT. 


Report  of  the  Superintending  School    Committee   of   the    Town 
of  Durham,  for  the  year  ending  March  i,    1 87  7. 

District  No.  i. — This  is  the  largest  and  most  difficult 
school  in  town,  and  of  all  others,  it  needs  the  skill  and  forti- 
tude of  an  experienced  teacher.  If  "eternal  vigilance"  can 
possibly  avail  anything,  let  it  be  brought  to  the  front  in  this 
case. 

I  have  to  report  four  terms  of  school,  in  this  instance,  as 
the  Spring  term  had  not  finished  when  the  last  report  was 
made.  This  term,  kept  by  Miss  Maggie  S.  Drew,  was  begun 
under  Mr.  Sanders'  administration,  and  I  cannot  speak  partic- 
ularly of  the  advancement  made,  but  the  closing  examination 
was  entirely  satisfactory,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  the  district 
might  go  farther  and  fare  worse. 

The  Summer  and  Fall  terms  were  kept  by  Miss  Stella  M. 
George,  who  has  had  long  experience,  and  would  succeed  in 
any  district  where  "love  would  soothe  the  gentle  breast,"  but 
here  an  application  of  "strap  oil"  would  have  been  a  glorious 
panacea  for  the  ills  that  flesh  is  heir  to. 

The  Winter  term  was  kept  by  Charles  S.  Jenkins,  who  is  a 
young  man  of  little  experience,  and  it  required  hard  work  to 
get  the  school  in  line  for  the  campaign,  but  fair  progress  was 
made,  and  the  school  appeared  unusually  well  at  the  close. 

District  No.  2. — There  were  three  terms,  all  kept  by 
Miss  Lucy  A.  Stiles.    I  regard  Miss  Stiles  as  a  first-class  teach- 


er.  The  school  appeared  well  at  every  visit,  made  good  prog- 
ress, gave  good  satisfaction,  and  I  think  the  district  fortunate 
to  get  so  good  a  teacher. 

District  No. 3. — Both  terms  kept  by  Forest  Star  Smith. 
This  was  Mr.  Smith's  first  attempt  at  teaching  ;  he  worked 
hard,  was  well  liked  by  the  school,  but  the  first  term  did  not 
pan  out  so  well  as  was  desirable,  and  the  teacher  did  not  feel 
quite  satisfied;  but  at  the  second  term  there  was  unusual  im- 
provement, and  it  was  highly  satisfactory  to  the  committee. 

District  No.  4. — The  first  term  was  taught  by  Miss  An- 
nie L.  Davis,  and  was  her  first  term.  She  worked  hard,  but  the 
school  lacked  that  energy  which  brings  success,  and  did  not  ac- 
complish as  much  as  it  might  have  done. 

The  Winter  term,  taught  by  Frank  J.  Davis,  illustrated  the 
old  adage,  "he  who  by  the  plow  would  thrive,  must  himself 
either  hold  or  drive."  Mr.  Davis  performed  both  those  duties, 
and  drove  one  or  two  youngsters  out  of  the  field.  Working 
the  machine  under  a  light  pressure,  he  brought  the  pulse,  which 
beat  feebly  at  the  last  term,  back  to  its  normal  condition.  A 
school  that  will  yield  willing  obedience  to  his  instruction,  will 
accomplish  more  in  one  month  than  in  three  months  under  the 
old  "cat  nap"  method.  Perfection  in  man  is  impossible,  but 
energy  is  indispensable. 

District  No.  5. — First  term  by  Miss  Josephine  R.  Dow, 
who  ranks  A.  No.  1,  as  a  teacher.  Miss  Dow  is  one  of  the 
best  disciplinarians  with  whom  I  am  acquainted.  She  has 
taught  several  terms  in  town,  always  makes  good  progress,  and 
gives  good  satisfaction.  Second  term  by  Mr.  Daniel  Snell. 
The  school  appeared  well  at  each  visit,  and  gave  general  satis- 
faction ;  the  progress  made  was  not  remarkable  for  so  long  a 
term,  too  long,  in  fact,  but  Mr.  Snell  appears  well  in  the  school 
room,  and  will  no  doubt  become  a  successful  teacher. 

District  No.  7. — Both  terms  kept  by  Miss  Emma  E. 
Mathes.  Having  taught  two  terms  before  in  this  District, 
some  objections  were  made  to  her  taking  the  school,  but  she 
was  the  choice  of  a  large  part  of  the  parents.  The  Scholars 
seemed  attached  to  her  and  made  good  advancement,  and  the 
most  of  the  District  are  satisfied.  Two  or  three  scholars  did 
not  attend. 

Distsict  No.  8. — Both  terms  taught  by  Miss  B.  A  Can- 
ney.  Miss  Canney  had  taught  three  terms  before  in  the  Dis- 
trict. She  makes  no  bluster,  but  does  her  work  quietly,  has 
gained  the  good  will  of  the  school,  and  the  advancement  made 
is  full  up  to  the  average.

District  No.  io. — The  first  term  by  Miss  C.  Emma 
Varney,  who  is  a  lady  of  few  words,  displays  no  undue  freedom 
in  the  school  room  which  scholars  would  be  likely  to  take  ad- 
vantage of,  but  the  school  appeared  well  and  gave  general  sat- 
isfaction. The  second  term  by  Miss  Nellie  Caverno.  By 
some  means  the  committee  failed  to  understand  the  precise 
time  of  the  schools  closing,  and  missed  visiting  it  a  second  time. 
Some  apprehension  was  felt  at  the  first  visit  on  account  of  a 
slight  turbulant  quality  among  the  youngsters,  but  report  says 
the  teacher  found  her  ability  equal  to  the  emergency  and  the 
school  is  called  a  success.  I  regret  that  I  cannot  speak  at  length 
of  the  progress  made. 

WHAT    THE    SCHOOLS    NEED. 

The  committe  ought  to  be  more  active  and  give  more  time 
to  the  schools.  Teachers  and  scholars  should  be  made  to 
feel  that  the  Committee  are  holding  them  strictly  responsible 
for  the  success  or  failure  of  the  school.  Parents  should  be  more 
vigilant  over  their  children  and  see  that  they  are  never  absent 
without  cause.  Scholars  should  be  better  drilled  in  habits  of 
implicit  obedience,  decorum  and  close  study.  The  three  last 
principles  are  unknown  to  many  scholars  in  town,  both  at 
home  and  at  school ;  and  more,  if  these  vital  duties  are  enforc- 
ed, the  scholar  is,  in  many  cases,  allowed  to  leave  his  school. 
And  for  want  of  this  close  training  more  than  one-half  the 
money  is  lost.
